Attention  is  drawn  to  the  remarks  in  Section  VI  concerning 
Diphtheria  Immunisation,  It  is  still  necessary  to  remind  parents 
of  their  responsibility  in  this  eanpaign, 

A total  of  407  new  houses  were  coimleted  of  which  87  were 
erected  by  the  Council,  The  corresponding  figures  for  1954  were 
382  and  102  respectively,  so  it  will  be  seen  that  while  the  number 
of  houses  that  could  be  built  by  the  Local  Authority  during  1955 
was  again  reduced,  the  overall  provision  of  new  dwellings  in  the 
district  has  been  well  maintained. 


No  major  water  supply  or  sewerage  schemes  have  been 
introduced  during  the  year.  Part  II  of  the  Boxgrove  Sewerage 
Scheme,  which  provided  for  on  extension  of  the  sewer  to  Halnaker 
and  the  provision  of  sewers  in  the  hamlet  of  Maudlin,  vras 
conpleted.  No  progress  has  yet  been  possible  on  the  Aldingbourne 
and  District  Sewerage  Scheme,  nor  on  Part  II  of  the  Lavant  and 
West  Ashling  Schemes, 
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This  yeai»  saw  the  retirement  of  Mr„  S.T.  Taylor,  who  had  been 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  to  the  Council  since  the  post  was  created 
in  1947o  Before  that  he  was  Sanitary  Injector  to  the  Westbourne 
Rural  District  Council  from  1927  to  1933s  and  from  that  year  to 
1947,  Sanitary  Inspector  in  the  Western  Area  of  the  newly  formed 
Chichester  Rural  Districto  He  had  thus  served  this  Council  and 
its  predecessor  for  a total  of  28  years  and  had  been  in  the  Local 
Government  Service  altogether  42  years.  His  service  here  covered 
three  very  different  periods,  namely,  the  years  before  the  war,  the 
period  of  the  war  itself  when  all  normal  aspects  of  his  Department’s 
work  had  to  take  second  place  to  Civil  Defence,  Evacuation  and  the 
First  Aid  Service,  and  the  post  war  period  when  so  much  had  to  be 
done  to  make  up  for  the  war  years. 

Since  Mr,  Taylor  first  began  work  in  a small  office  in 
Westbourne,  many  changes  and  in^jrovements  have  come  to  the  district. 
Main  water  and  drainage  have  gradually  been  extended  until  now  more 
than  94^  of  the  houses  in  the  district  have  a piped  water  supply, 
and  in  1934  alone,  nearly  900  new  sewer  connections  were  made. 

Weekly  refuse  collection  has  become  the  rule  and  bucket  closets,  so 
long  an  accepted  feature  of  rural  life,  are  disappearing  regretted 
by  no  one. 

On  the  other  hand,  new  problems  have  come  into  prominence  as 
the  old  ones  have  been  solved.  There  were  J2  caravans  and  causing 
sites  licenced  in  1958,  and  in  1955  there  were  204.  Standards  of 
cleanliness  in  food  handling  have  greatly  inproved  and  work  in  this 
connection  takes  up  much  more  time  than  it  formerly  did.  Even  in 
infectious  diseases,  success  against  some  is  offset  by  increases  in 
the  incidence  of  others.  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  have  ceased 
at  present  to  be  the  killing  menaces  they  were,  but  Measles  and 
Whooping  Cough  have  still  to  be  prevented  and  Poliomyelitis  now  is 
probably  the  disease  chiefly  feared  by  parents. 

As  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr,  Taylor 
had  become  a familiar  and  respected  figure  in  the  district,  and  his 
courteous  and  syi^athetic  handling  both  of  the  staff  under  him  and 
of  members  of  the  public  with  whom  he  had  to  deal  did  much  to  ensure 
the  smooth  running  of  the  Department,  I would  particularly  like  to 
record  how  much  his  wide  knowledge  and  experience  helped  me  when  I 
succeeded  Dr.  Eric  Ward  in  1948.  A great  deal  of  a Sanitary 
Inspector's  work  consists  in  day  to  day  handling  of  routine  work  and 
often  in  tactful  adjudication  between  individuals  with  apparently 
irreconcilable  interests.  For  exanple,  landlords  and  tenants  not 
infrequently  bring  their  differences  of  opinion  to  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors'  Office  and  many  minor  quarrels  of  this  sort  are 
tactfully  settled  without  resort  to  official  action  by  the  Council, 
The  fact  that  dui*ing  Mr,  Taylor's  time  legal  action  by  the  Council 
was  very  rarely  necessary  speaks  volumes  for  his  tact  and  powers  of 
persuasion.  He  retired  on  the  31st  August,  1955,  with  sincere 
good  wishes  and  appreciation  from  the  Council  and  from  the  Staff, 
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I would  like  to  express  appreciation  to  the  Chairmaik  of 
the  Council,  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and 
Members  for  their  support,  to  all  Departments  of  the  Council  for 
information  which  they  have  supplied  for  inclusion  herein,  and 
to  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  work 
during  the  year.

STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  Chicheeter  Rural  District  ©overs  the  south-western  quarter 
of  the  County  of  West  Sussex.  The  district  was  formed  under  the 
West  Sussex  Review  Order  of  1933s  and  is  bounded  by  the  South  Downs 
in  the  norths,  and  sea  coast  between  Hayling  Island  and  Littlehai^ton 
in  the  south.  The  City  of  Chichester  lies  almost  in  the  centre  of 
the  district  and  the  Bognor  Regis  Urban  District  lies  towards  the 
eastern  boundary  of  the  coast  line. 

Farming  and  associated  occupations  enploy  the  bulk  of  the 
population  inland,  while  the  coastal  parishes  attract  a large  number 
of  holiday  visitors  in  the  summer,  A total  of  3954-1  caravans  were 
licensed  for  use  in  the  district  in  1955,

An  Order  was 
therefore  obtained  from  a Magistrate  and  after  treatment  in  hospital 
she  agreed  to  be  transferred  to  a welfare  home,

Approximately  2.6%  of  houses  have  a piped  supply  from  private 
estates,  so  that  over  ^(>%  of  the  houses  in  this  District  have  piped 

water. 

Of  the  42  Parishes  in  the  district,  Madehurst  is  the  only 
parish  without  a public  mains  supply  in  regular  use,  but  even  in 
this  area,  which  is  at  present  served  by  a piped  private  estate 
sui^ly,  facilities  are  available  to  enable  mains  water  from  the 
Bognor  Regis  Undertaking  to  be  puj^ed  into  the  private  estate  pipe 
line  should  the  need  arise. 

The  water  supplied  by  the  statutory  water  undertakings  is  all 
chlorinated  before  distribution,  the  supplies  being  constant  and 
adequate  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  distribution  areas. 

No  shortage  of  water  for  domestic  us®  was  reported  during  the 

year. 

All  workmen  employed  at  the  Woodmancote  Waterworks  are 
specially  examined  on  appointment  and  at  regular  intervals 
thereafter.

(b)  Examination  of  samples  submitted  by

Tap  Water. 

The  raw  water  undergoes  a continuous  process  of  purification 
before  distribution,  by  the  addition  of  appropriate  quantities  of 
chlorine  and  ammonia  at  the  Funtingion  Waterworks,  and  by 
superohlorination  followed  by  partial  dechlorination  at  the 
Fishbourne  Waterworks, 

Twenty'^six  samples  of  treated  water  from  consumers  premises 
(twelve  in  the  City  and  fourteen  in  the  Rural  District),  and 
twenty-six  sacples  from  the  Fishbourne  delivery  main  were  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examinationo  The  Analysts  reported  that  the 
water  as  supplied  was  of  the  highest  standard  of  bacterial  purity, 
was  wholesome  in  character  and  suitable  for  drinking  and  domestic 
purposes. 

One  saiiple  of  tap  water  taken  for  chemical  analysis  had 
similar  characteristics  to  the  raw  water  sanq^les  and  it  was 
reported  upon  by  the  Analysts  as  being  of  the  highest  standard  of 
organic  quality, 

Chichester  Rural  District  Council, 

(a)  Woodmancote  Waterworks, 

The  source  of  water  supplied  by  the  Council  is  from  the 
Woodmancote  Waterworks  where  two  boreholes  are  in  use,  each  sunk 
to  a depth  of  approximately  400  feet,  from  which  two  submergible 
pumps  discharge  into  the  reservoir.  During  the  year  a new 
chlorinating  plant  was  installed  and  the  old  plant  will  be  retained 
in  reserve. 

Water  is  distributed  to  the  Parishes  of  Westbourne  (including 
Aldsworth),  West  Thorney,  Chidham,  Stoughton  (including  Forestside 
and  Walderton),  Con^ton  (including  West  Harden),  and  Harden, 

The  supply  is  chlorinated  before  distribution. 

Reports  received  on  sanplos  of  water  submitted  for

This  Undertaking  supplies  water  which  it  obtains  from  the 
Chichester  City  Corporation  in  bulk  and  is  therefore  derived  from 
the  Funtingiron  or  Fishboume  sources  which  are  already  mentioned 
above. 

The  Parishes  supplied  in  the  Chichester  Unral  District  are 
Donnington,  Hunston,  North  Mundham^  Selsey  and  Sidlesham, 

An  extension  of  the  main  was  carried  out  at  Peachey  Road^ 
Selsey,  during  the  year,  a total  of  60  yards  being  laid,.  A 
supplementary  6”  bulk  supply  main  was  also  laid  by  the  Chichester 
City  Corporation  and  coimected  to  the  existing  6"  main  immediately 
to  the  south  of  the  Convent  at  Hunston, 

Forty=-s@vem  new  domestic  services  were  provided. 

Private  Estate  Supplies, 

The  routine  sampling  of  water  from  these  sources  has  continued 
during  the  year^  and  as  a result  adverse  reports  were  received 
concerning  the  supply  to  a small  village  community  in  the  Parish 
of  ^ladehurst.  Upon  enquiiy  it  was  found  that  repairs  were  being 
made  to  the  bore  normally  supplying  water  and  in  the  meantime  mains 
water  was  being  used,  Sandies  of  mains  water  prior  to  the  estate 
intake  were  obtained  and  these  were  also  reported  as  unsatisfactory. 
The  Water  Undertakers  were  immediately  notified  and  instituted 
investigations  into  the  cause.  Subsequent  san^les  have  proved 
satisfactory. 

Three  cottages  in  the  hamlet  of  Binsted  obtain  water  from  a 
private  estate  water  service  and  because  of  greatly  reduced 
pressure  a high  level  tank  has  been  installed  near  the  dwellings, 
Saseles  of  water  from  the  cottages  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory, 
and  as  saa^les  from  other  premises  on  the  same  service  were  pure, 
arrangements  to  clean  the  tank  were  put  in  hand.  Subsequent 
satisfactory  sauries  were  obtained. 

Inquiries  of  the  tenants  following  the  report  of  the 
unsatisfactory  sac^le  revealed  a history  of  spasmodic  diarrhoea 
by  membors  of  the  family  over  a period  of  several  months,  and 
the  possibility  of  the  water  supply  being  the  cause  cannot  be 
entirely  discounted  in  this  instance. 

Water  Analyses. 

A total  of  J45  sauries  of  water  were  taken  from  various 
sources  by  the  Department  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.

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Public  Cleansing  (Corntd. ) 

Refuse  Colleetiontt 

Thirty-^four  parishes  now  receive  a weekly  rear  collection  of 
house  refuse;,  the  service  having  been  extended  to  the  Parish  of 
Cos^ton  during  the  year.  In  the  remainder  of  the  district,  i.e., 
the  Parishes  of  Eartham,  Madehurst,  Marden,  Oving,  Stoughton, 
Tortington,  Upwalthaa  and  West  Dean,  a fortnightly  collection 
service  is  provided. 

Twelve  vehicles  have  been  in  use  during  the  year,  4»572  loads 
of  refuse  were  collected,  and  a mileage  of  11!>,140  was  run  in 
maintaining  the  service. 

In  order  to  cope  with  the  increasing  quantity  of  refuse  and 
to  provide  suitable  covering  material  on  the  tips,  an  Allis-Chalmers 
Tracto-Shovsl  was  purchased  and  put  into  use. 

Refuse  is  deposited  by  controlled  tipping,  and  the  existing 
tips  at  Nutbourne  and  Siu^esham  have  remained  in  use.  The  tip  in 
the  old  canal  at  Lidsey  has  now  been  filled  and  the  site  is  no 
longer  used. 

A new  tip,  coBprising  some  7«4  acres,  at  Slindon  Bottom,  was 
brought  into  use  during  the  year  and  it  is  anticipated  that  this 
site  will  provide  adequate  tipping  ^ace  for  several  years. 

Three  vehicles  were  converted  to  diesel  engines  during  1355 • 
Salvage. 

The  salvaging  of  materials  has  continued  and  the  quantity 
of  paper  sold  (687  tons)  was  the  highest  annual  figure  yet 
achieved.  Income  during  the  year  totalled  £6,372.  9,  3d.,  an 
increase  of  £417  over  the  1954  figure,  and  details  of  the  various

Contraventions. 

Thirty-nine  informal  notices  were  served  in  respect  of 
contraventions  of  licences  issued  under  Section  269  of  the  Ihiblic 
Health  Act,  1936. 

Eight  conplaints  of  unsatisfactory  conditions  at  canning 
sites  were  received,  three  of  which  wore  found  to  be  justifiable 
and  resulted  in  the  service  of  informal  notices. 


Kr*adication  of  Bed  Buga  and  Other  Verminous  Conditions. 

Two  con^laints  of  bug  infestations  at  caravans  were  received 
and  the  necessary  fumigation  carried  out. 

Verminous  conditions  due  to  various  causes  were  also  dealt  with 
at  eighteen  other  premises  during  the  year.  Disinfestations  were 
either  carried  out  by  the  Department  with  the  use  of  smoke  generators 
and  spraying  with  insecticide,  or  suitable  advice  given.  In  three 
instances  arrangements  were  made  for  cou^lete  dwellings  to  be 
disinfested. 

An  unusual  coB^Dlaint  dealt  with  was  one  of  infestation  of  a 
roof  space  with  bats.  They  were  successfully  dislodged  and  159  bats 
were  counted. 


Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

The  rat  destruction  service  which  was  established  in  1944 
continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year.  This  service  gives 
free  advice  and  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  on  private  premises, 
but  a charge  is  made  for  operations  at  commercial  buildings.

HOUSING, 

Since  the  present  rehousing  prograiame  started  after  the 
end  of  the  war  the  main  concern  has  been  firstly  to  provide  new 
houses  for  families  who  had  no  home  of  their  own;  secondly  to 
rehouse  families  occupying  unfit  houses,  and  thirdly,  to  build 
new  houses  for  "new”  families. 

In  oooordination  with  these  aimSp  provision  has  also  been 
made  for  the  particular  needs  of  old  people ^ and  ii^rovements 
have  been  made  to  houses  built  by  the  Council  before  1939  which 
were  below  standard  in  some  respects. 

Local  Authorities  were  not  encouraged  in  the  early  post-war 
years  to  adopt  a vigorous  slum  clearance  policy  as  this  tended 
to  increase  the  housing  problem  at  a time  when  it  seemed  to  be 
insoluble  already.  Nevertheless  in  this  district,  as  early  as 
1948,  it  was  possible  to  begin,  in  a modest  way,  to  attack  the 
problem  of  unfit  houses  both  by  formal  and  informal  action. 

Close  liasion  with  the  Housing  Manager  was  and  still  is  an 
in^ortant  feature  of  this  work  and  with  his  co-operation  it  was 
possible  to  prevent  the  reoccupation  of  many  houses  the  tenants 
of  which  had  been  rehoused  by  the  Council. 

Preservation  and  reconditioning  of  unfit  houses  was  the  aim 
in  all  suitable  eases,  and  during  the  years  1948'-^955,  a total 
of  166  houses  were  the  subject  of  formal  action  under  Section  11 
of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  Seventy-four  of  these  are  subject  to 
undertakings  under  Section  11  (3)  and  remain  unlet;  62  have  been 
reconditioned  to  produce  52  fit  houses  and  3 ar®  in  process  of 
being  reconditioned.  Sixteen  only  have  been  demolished. 

The  following  table  gives  details  of  houses  dealt  with  under

In^rovement  gjpanta  und®r  the  Housing  Act,  1949s,  have 
materially  helped  in  enocuraging  owners  to  recondition  houses. 
Works  under  Section  20  of  this  Act  have  been  carried  out  to  66 
houses  since  the  Act  became  operative  up  to  the  end  of  1933. 

When,  therefor©,  in  1956  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  changed  the  eo^hasis  in  the  housing  programme  from 
now  housing  to  rehousing  for  Slum  Clearance,  the  programme  for 
slum  clearance  which  had  to  be  submitted  was  the  formal  outline 
for  the  next  ten  years  of  the  policy  which  the  Council  had  been 
carrying  out  since  1948o  The  provisions  of  the  Housing 
Subsidies  Act  of  1956  make  it  necessary  now  for  formal  action 
to  be  taken  wherever  possible  when  the  Council  rehouse  tenants 
from  unfit  houses.  If  informal  action  only  is  taken  the  new 
house  which  is  built  does  not  qualify  for  the  subsidy. 

The  possibility  of  action  under  Section  25  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1936  (Clearance  Areas)  had  already  been  considered  before 
the  Minister  asked  for  a slum  clearance  programme  to  be 
submitted.  Preliminary  steps  had  been  taken  with  regard  to 
Gainsborough  Terrace,  Westbourn®,  in  April,  1955,  and  this 
area  was  eventually  incorporated  in  the  programme  for  the  first 
year  starting  on  let  September,  1955.  The  Council* s Slum 
Clearance  prograxome  for  the  next  ten  years  as  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  in  September,  1955,  includes  the  following  figures

In  this  connection,  "demolition”  includes  houses  for 
which  undertakings  not  to  relet  will  be  accepted. 

At  the  end  of  1955,  the  Council* s list  of  housing  applicants 
showed  a total  of  714  outstanding  cases.  This  figure  includes 
32  families  remaining  in  converted  hutments,  25  units  of  this 
type  having  been  demolished  during  the  year.  In  December,  1954, 
the  outstanding  list  totalled  849o  Thus  with  8?  new  Council 
Houses  convicted  and  320  houses  built  privately,  the  housing 
"debt"  was  reduced  during  1955  by  135. 
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Housing  (Contd,) 


Action  under  Seetion  11  of  the  Housing  Actj,  1936,  during 
the  year  resulted  in  19  dwellings  (the  same  figure  as  for  1934) 
going  temporarily  out  of  use  with  undertakings  not  to  re~>let. 

On  the  other  hand,  eight  formerly  unfit  houses  were 
reconditioned  so  as  to  provide  six  fit  houses.  In  addition, 
138  houses  have  been  made  fit  after  informal  action.

Milk  and  Dairies  (CoBtdo) 


The  foBSF  samples  foimd  to  contain  brucella  abortus  originated 
as  a result  of  a positiy®  sanpl®  received  from  a herd  of  twenty- 
four  animals.  Individual  sauries  were  subsequently  obtained  of 
which  five  reacted  adversely  to  the  Brucella  Ring  Test.  Quarter 
sanples  from  these  five  animals  were  obtained  for  culture 
examination  and  the  results  showed  infection  of  one  quarter  of 
one  cow.  Arrangements  were  made  for  milk  from  the  infected 
animal  to  be  suitably  heat  treated  pending  receipt  of  results  of 
further  quarter  saiif)ling.  Brucella  Abortus  was  again  isolated 
from  one  quarter  on  two  further  saBq:)les  and  the  infected  animal 
was  eventually  removed  from  the  herd.

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  DISEASES. 


Reference  was  made  in  last  year'^s  report  to  the  outbreak  of 
Sonne  Qys^ntery  in  the  ArnOr"  Camp  at  Westbourneo  After  six  months 
freedom  from  this  disease  it  reappeared  in  March,  1955o  In  the 
first  quarter,  39  cases  were  notified  and  a further  10  cases 
occurred  sporadically  before  the  end  of  the  year«  This  is  four 
times  the  previous  year's  total,  but  many  of  these  notifications 
resulted  from ' the  energetic  case-seeking  measures  instituted^  By 
laboratory  examination  of  contacts  mai^  syii^tomless  carriers  were 
revealed  and  treated,  and  the  spread  of  infection  thereby  limited. 

There  were  many  cases  of  Measles  during  the  year  and  the 
features  of  the  outbreak  are  discussed  later  in  this  Section, 

Polionyelitis  notifications  totalled  20  of  which  half  were 
non-paralytic  cases. 

Nine  years  have  now  passed  since  a case  of  Diphtheria 
occurred  in  the  district,  but  the  need  for  immunisation  still 
remains.  It  is  good  to  see,  therefore,  that  the  number  of 
children  under  fiv®  years  who  were  protected  during  1955  showed 
an  increase  of  26fo  over  the  figure  for  1954o  This  gives  some 
ground  for  the  hope  that  the  lamentably  low  proportion  of 
children  protected  during  their  first  year  will  increase.  At 
present,  less  than  half  of  the  children  born  in  the  district  are 
immunised  against  Diphtheria  during  their  first  year,  and  at  least 
of  them  should  be  thus  protected  to  prevent  serious  outbreaks 
in  the  future. 


Cancer, 

The  number  of  deaths  attributed  to  Cancer  during  the  year 
was  87  (47  males,  40  females)  (88  in  1954)o 

The  Cancer  Death  Rate  for  1955  is  1,86  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  home  population  (1,95  for  the  previous  year}. 

Corresponding  rates  for  the  Administrative  County  and  the 
Urban  and  Rural  Districts  are  2,4. » 2,7  and  2,1  respectively.

Diphtheria, 

(a)  Notifications,  No  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during 
1955,  nor  were  any  deaths  registered  as  due  to  this  cause.  No 
confirmed  cases  of  Diphtheria  have  occurred  in  the  district  since 

1946. 

(b)  Diphtheria  Anti-Toxin  is  obtainable  by  medical  practitioners 
for  the  treatment  of  suspected  oases  and  contacts,  from  the  Royal 
West  Sussex  Hospital  and  St.  Richard°s  Hospital,  Chichester,  and 
from  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Worthing, 

(c)  Immunisation,  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  is  carried 
out  either  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  or  by  the 
General  Practitioners, 

During  1955p  130  children  of  school  age,  and  64-3  children 
under  five  years  of  ag©,  ®oii|)ieted  a full  course  of  primary 
immunisation,  and  525  children  of  school  ag©  received  ’follow 
up*  injections. 

The  figures  for  ’’unider  fives"  show  an  increase  of  26'^  over 
those  for  last  year.  While  it  is  hoped  that  this  improvement 
is  going  to  be  maintained  and  augmented,  there  is  still  a long 
way  to  go  before  755^  of  children  bom  are  protected  before  their 
first  birthday. 


FG(Dd  Poisoning. 

Thirteen  cases  were  notified  (1  case  during  1954-),  Six 
were  notified  together  an(d  made  a domestic  outbreak  almost 
certainly  caused  by  osontaminated  food,  b?it  neither  the  casual 
organism  mor  its  vehicle  were  identified.  Two  cases  occurred 
in  a faiaily  visiting  the  district  who  had  departed  before 
investigations  could  be  commenced  and  the  remainder  were 
isolated  single  cases. 

The  average  case  of  food  poisoning  is  not  a serious  nuitter 
in  itself  although  unpleasant  enough  for  the  patient  at  the  time, 
and  the  number  of  cases  which  were  reported  in  1955  was  not 
really  lai»ge;  but  the  fact  that  eases  do  occur  is  a reminder  that

the  public  still  have  something  to  learn  about  elementary 
hygiene,  A large  proportion  of  food  infections  have  their 
origin  in  easily  avoidable  errors  of  domestic  technique  and 
at  the  risk  of  over-simplifying  the  problem  it  is 
substantially  true  to  say  that  more  then  nine-tenths  of  the 
cases  would  never  occur  if  everyone  washed  their  hands  after 
using  the  lavatory  and  before  liandling  food.

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Measles  (Contd,) 


Judged  by  e^cpe^iej^c®  of  previous  years  this  was  an  unusual 
epidesiie.  The  outbreak  was  more  concentrated  over  the  Biiddle 
of  the  year  than  ever  before,,  624  of  the  cases  occurring  during 
the  six  months  April  to  SeptembeFo 

As  might  be  ejqpected  local  patterns  can  be  detected.  The 
Parishes  of  Yapton^  Bamham,  Ford^  Clinging  and  Middleton-on-Sea, 
had  cases  mainly  in  May  and  Jun®°  Westbourne,  Funtington,  Bosham 
Chidham  and  West  Thorney  in  June  to  August,  whereas  North  Mundham 
Hunston  and  Pagham  had  most  cases  in  October  and  November, 

December  was  couplet® ly  free,  but  cases  continued  to  occur 
in  the  first  two  quarters  of  1956,  largely  in  parishes  which  had 
been  relatively  spared  during  1955  or  where  cases  had  been 
occurring  towards  the  end  of  1955* 

From  the  age  of  one  year  onwards,  susceptibility  and 
exposure  to  possible  infection  docs  not  appear  to  change  until  a 
child  reaches  school  age*  At  this  point  the  incidence  of 
measles  rises  abruptly  as  might  be  expected  and  54-%  of  the  cases 
occur  between  the  age  of  5 and  10  years. 


This  disease  is  not  notifiable,  consequently  cases  become 
known  to  the  Departn^nt  only  when  absences  from  school  result 
or  by  notification  from  service  establishments.  Six  cases  of 
Mumps  were  recorded  in  1955  (34  in  1954), 

Pneujnonia 

Four  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified  (8  cases  in  1954). 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  1955  as  due  to  all 
forms  of  Pneumonia  totalled  22,  an  increase  of  6 when  conpared 
with  the  1954  figure, 

Poliowelitis, 

Twenty  cases  were  notified  and  two  died  (no  cases  occurred 
in  1954),  Ten  of  these  showed  paralysis  of  various  degrees  and 
10  had  no  paralysis. 

The  first  case  was  in  January,  a girl  of  8 years,  who  died 
of  a fulminating  attack  within  twenty  four  hours.  Segregation 
of  family  oontacts  was  maintained  for  three  weeks  and  no  further 
oases  occurred  in  the  village,  or  indeed,  in  the  district  until 
July. 

During  July,  three  cases  were  notified,  each  in  a different 
village  and  with  no  traceable  connection.  Two  were  visitors

who  hai?  almost  ooptaiaiy  be©2i  infected  befope  co5aing  to  the  area. 

In  August,  there  were  sevosi  cases,  three  residents  at  the 
Royal  Air  Force  Station,  Thorney  Island,  two  residents  in  other 
parishes  and  two  visitors. 

In  September,  there  were  six  cases,  on©  a visitor,  the 
remainder  residents,  two  from  Thornej^’  Island, 

In  October,  there  were  two  cases  both  at  Thorney,  and  in 
November,  one  case  elsewhere. 

The  intervals  between  the  occurrence  of  cases  at  Thorney 
were  11,  11,  11,  8,  15  and  30  days.  This  lends  support  to  the 
idea  of  a narrow  stream  of  infection  leading  from  one  case  to 
another  as  might  b©  expected  in  a relatively  closed  cosimunity. 
The  distribution  and  intervals  bet^reen  cases  in  other  parts  of 
the  district,  however,  are  quite  haphazard.  The  cases  occurred

Forty-nine  notifications  of  Dysentery  were  received  (12  in 
1954),  all  but  two  occurring  in  the  Army  Camp  at  Westbourneo 

Thirty-nine  of  these  cases  occurred  during  the  first  quarter 
and  the  remainder  were  spread  out  over  the  rest  of  the  year* 
Although  the  total  is  more  than  four  times  that  of  1954,  the  two 
figures  are  not  truly  con^arable  because  this  year,  as  soon  as 
cases  began  to  appear,  many  symptomless  carriers  were  identified 
by  laboratory  exaininations  and  treated.  These  measures, 
carried  out  by  th©  Royal  Amy  Medical  Corps,  effectively  limited 
further  spread  of  infection, 

Spirochaetal  Jaundice, 

This  disease  is  not  notifiable,  but  cases  occurring  in  the 
district  are  invariably  reported  by  the  Medical  Superintendents 
of  local  hospitals. 

Two  notifications  of  this  disease  were  received  during  the 
year  and  both  referred  to  male  agricultural  workers.  The  first 
case  notified  in  February  occurred  in  the  Parish  of  Birdham  and 
an  inspection  of  the  holding  concerned  revealed  considerable  rat 
infestation.  The  owners  were  advised  of  the  immediate  need  for 
disinfestation  and  for  the  premises  to  be  regularly  surveyed  and 
treated  in  the  future. 

The  second  case  notified  in  September  occurred  in  the 
Parish  of  Slindon  and  there  was  no  evidence  of  any  recent  rat 
infestation  on  the  farm. 

Specimen  rats  from  each  property  were  submitted  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination  with  negative  results. 

Both  patients  were  admitted  to  hospital  for  treatment  and 
made  good  recoveries. 


Tuberculosis, 

Forty-one  cases  were  added  to  the  register  (16  primary 
notifications,  20  cases  moving  into  the  district  as  transfers 
from  other  areas,  and  5 cases  previously  removed  from  the 
register  but  who  returned  to  the  district  during  1955),  Of 
these,  39  were  pulmonary  and  2 non-pulmonary.  In  1954,  cases 
added  to  the  register  were  51  pulmonary  and  3 non-pulnonary. 

Thirty  seven  cases  were  removed  from  the  register  during 
the  year  - 28  on  leaving  the  district  and  4 after  being  cured 
of  the  disease.  Five  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to 
Tuberculosis,  and  these  figures  are  further  analysed  in  the 
following  tables
